SEOUL (UPI)-North and South 
Korea, divided for 27 years, agreed 
today 
to 
work 
for 
peaceful 
reunification of the country. 
The agreement, reached through 
negotiations so secret that even 
Korean 
diplomats 
expressed 
surprise, was issued simultaneously 
in Seoul and the North Korean 
capital of Pyongyang. 
The two nations, which have been 
technically at war since 1950 and 
have refused to recognize each 
other, agreed not to “ undertake 
armed provocations against each 
other” and decided “ to promote 
mutual understanding and expedite 
peaceful unification” of the Korean 
peninsula. 
(In San Clmenete, Calif., Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald Warren said 
President 
Nixon 
viewed 
the 
development as “ an encouraging 
indication of lessening of tensions in 
the area 
which could have 
a 
favorable impact on the prospects 
for peace and stability on the 
Korean peninsula.” ) 
The agreement was signed by Lee 
Hu Rak, director of the South 
Korean Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA), and Kim Young Joo, director 
of North Korea’s Organization and 
Guidance Department. 
Lee described the agreement as a 
move from 
‘ a confrontation 
without 
dialogue 
into 
a 
confrontation with dialogue 
and 
added: 
“ Their 
(North 
Korea's) 
sincerity will decide whether the 
agreement is going to be a success 
or not. For our part, we pledge our 
utmost sincerity. ” 
Lee said the agreement was 
reached after highly secret visits in 
May and June by officials of both 
countries. He said he proposed the 
meetings in March and traveled to 
Pyongyang in May for two sessions 
with North Korean Premier Kim II 
Sung. May 29 through June 1, he 
said, North Korean Vice Premier 
Park Sung Chul came to Seoul for 
talks with President Park Chung 
Нее. 
The communique came as a shock 
to officials who knew nothing of the 
sessions. Lee said the decision to 
hold the meetings was made without 
consulting the United States or any 
other third country. One South 
Korean diplomat in Tokyo said, 
“ I ’ve never been so surprised in my 
life.” 


Short of official recognition of 
each other, the exchange of visits 
represented a tacit understanding 
that 
there 
are 
two 
Koreas. 
Previously, neither recognized the 
existence of the other and both 
claimed they represented the entire 
peninsula. 


It was the first direct contact 
between the North and South Korean 
governments since the peninsula 
was divided along the 38th parallel 
when World War II ended in 1945.

Chicago were ousted from the 
Illinois bloc for failing to follow the 


party’s reform rules in gaining their 
seats. 
The 
Democratic 
Credentials 
Committee stripped McGovern of 
153 California delegates, declaring 
that 
the 
state’s 
winner-take-all 
primary violated the spirit of the 
reforms. 
A three-judge panel agreed to 
hear the McGovern and Daley pleas 
even before their suits were turned 
down in U.S. District Court Monday. 
District Court Judge George L. 
Hart, announcing that the appellate 
court would review his decisions 
regardless, decreed that the party 
had acted properly in unseating

In the nation’s capital, the Rolling Stones scheduled a rock concert before 
a sell-out crowd of 45,000 Near Granbv, Colo., the members of the Rainbow 
Family of Living Light—8,000 strong-marched to the Table Mountain in the 
Colorado Rockies for the conclusion of their four-day “ Religious Festival .” 
Across the country today, big cities, small towns, the old and the young 
celebrated the Fourth of July with a variety of activities that also included 
the traditional parades, fireworks and a crawdad race. 
In Georgia, Gov. Jimmy Carter proclaimed July 4 “ Crawdad Day.’’ The 
traditional “ Salute to America” parade in Atlanta featured movie and 
broadway star Carol Channing and World Heavyweight champion Joe 
Frazier But in Helen, Ga., a small mountain village, a 300-millimeter 
crawfish race and a 600-millimeter endurance race for turtles highlighted 
Declaration of Independence Day. 
Most businesses were closed for the 196th anniversary of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
Fireworks were scheduled for Candlestick Park in San Francisco, 


Disneyland near Los Angeles, at two sites in Seattle, Wash.; in Washington, 
D.C., and in thousands of other communities. 
The fireworks display in the nation's capital will take place in the Mall. 
But the musical fireworks of the Rolling Stones at RFK stadium threatened 
to upstage the annual event. 
In Illinois, the Liberty Bell of the West, which is 11 years older than the 
Liberty Bell in Philadelphia, was to be rung at 1 p.m. EDT today on 
Kaskaskia Island just upriver from Chester, 111. 
At Lincoln, 111., the only city named for Abraham Lincoln before he 
became president, a four-day holiday culminated with the finals of the Abe 
Lincoln National rail-splitting contest. 
An old fashion pie-eating and watermelon-eating contest was planned in 
the Old Sacramento waterfront area of California’s state capital. 
The fireworks display at Tacoma, Wash., featured an American flag 
formed in the sky by shells fired from mortar guns. 
The Fourth of July was not without legal involvements. Court actions 
made uncertain rock concerts scheduled for near Peoria, 111., and Evans­ 
ville, Ind. The Peoria festival had been barred from two counties.

world to its 200th birthday party, so 
that the children of those who stayed 
behind when others immigrated to 
America can "see what wonders 
your countrymen have worked in 
this new land.” 
He predicted 28 million would 
come. 
In his Independence Day address, 
Nixon said he was preparing to issue 
an “ unprecedented invitation to the 
world” to visit the United States 
during ¿he bicentennial celebration 
year of 1976 
He appealed to the travel industry 
to try to put a vacation trip to the 
United States within the economic 
reach of more foreigners, and asked 
Americans to open their homes to 
visitors from abroad 
The invitation, Nixon said, would 
be 
issued 
in 
conjunction 
with 


Festival USA, one of three main 
themes for the nation's bicentennial 
celebration, 
which 
he promised 
would be “ as wide as America’s 
land and as richly diverse as its 
people.” 


The President made his remarks 
in an Independence Day address 
prepared 
for 
delivery 
over 
nationwide radio from his office at 
the Western White House. 
Hie 
invitation 
is 
appropriate 
because the United States “ is, and 
always has been, 
a 
nation of 
nations,” Nixon said 


“ The blood of all peoples runs in 
our veins; the cultures of all peoples 
contribute to our culture; and to a 
certain extent the hopes of all 
peoples are bound up with our own 
hopes for the continuing success of 
the American experiment,’ he said 
He said the bicentennial was “ a 


time for America to s<iy to the 
nations of the world You helped to 
make us what we are. Come and see 
what 
wonders your countrymen 
have worked in this new country of 
ours. Come and let us say thank you 
Come and join in our celebration of 
a proud past Come and share our 
dreams of a bright future.” 


Nixon gave only the broad outlines 
of the planned celebrations, which 
are 
being 
coordinated 
by 
the 
American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission, 
established 
by 
Congress in 1966. 


Of the other two themes, one 
called Heritage 76 will focus on the 
nation s history during the past two 
centuries and the other—Horizons 
‘76—will involve setting goals for 
the third century, he said. 
Nixon said he would send formal 
and 
official 
invitations 
to 


governments around the globe and 
urged Americans to participate in 
people-to-people contacts with the 
millions of visitors he predicted 
would accept th* invitation 
Nixon called on corporation with 
foreign 
branches;

all to join in the campaign to urge

“ Volunteers young and old can

assistant secretary of defense for public 
affairs^ refused Monday to comment on 
American weather modification efforts 
elsewhere in Indochina. 
He responded to a report in the New 
York Times that said the United States 
secretly had been seeding clouds over 
North Vietnam, Laos and South Vietnam to 
increase and control rainfall for military 
purposes. Quoting government military

DETROIT (U PI)—President Nixon’s strong antibusing 
stand could bring blacks “ a lot of allies who have been 
hanging around in the wings” and rejuvenate the civil 
rights movement of the 1960s, a top NAACP official said 
Monday. 
“ It may just be that the actions of the President and his 
advisers, of the congressmen feeding on backlash, of the 
Nixonized Supreme Court, will provide the impetus needed 
to revitalize the great coalition of the sixties,” said Bishop 
Stephen G. Spottswood, chairman of the board of directors 
of the civil rights group. 
Spottswood set a tough tone in his remarks made at the 
opening meeting of the 63rd annual convention of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People in this city inflamed over anticipated cross-district 
busing. His most stinging remarks to the 2,300 delegates 
were aimed at Nixon. 
“ Before the President and his Constitution-wreckers get 
through, there will be a whole lot of Americans besides 
black Americans who will witness the gutting of civil 
rights,” said 
Spottswood, 58th bishop of the AME Zion 
Church. 
“ If the courts can be stopped from enforcing the 


Constitution in education, they can be stopped in housing, 
employment, public accomodations and the administration 
of justice,” he said. 
“ Nothing is a better measure of the seriousness of 
today’s peril than the so-called busing issue,” he said 
“ Who could ever have supposed that the question of how 
children ride to school would become the test of candidates 
for the presidency, for the U.S. Senate, for seats in 
Congress and in governors' mansions?” 


Spottswood received thunderous applause after each 
attack on Nixon. Gov. William G Milliken of Michigan, a 
life member of the NAACP, got a polite but unenthusiastic 
reception when he told the group he is with blacks “ in this 
long march” for equality. 


As the annual meeting opened, some delegates sought 
support for a resolution to overturn an unofficial tradition 
that the elected president of the NAACP is white. The civil 
rights group never has had a black president in its 63 years. 
Heading the drive is Jack E. Robinson. 42, the black pres­ 
ident of the NAACP’s Boston branch, who said “ the time 
has come for blacks to have equal opportunities within the 
top office of our own organization.”

Freedom 


One-hundred-ninety-six years ago — 
count 
them 
- 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence was signed. This is a very 
long time in terms of individual life spans, 
and a not unrespectable record even as 
ages of nations go. 
Perhaps this sense of lengthy tradition is 
why it is so easy to think of Independence 
Day as merely commemorating an event 
that happened once and was over with — 
just another fact of history, just another 
date. 
We tend to forget that July 4, 1776, was 
more than one self-contained day in 
history. It was the watershed from which 
has streamed a great, ever-broadening 
river of freedom into our own time. 


We are wrong if we think of this date as 
marking the day when freedom was 
brought forth by decree and handed to 
posterity. 
Independence 
was 
not 
a 
completed event. It was a continuing 
process, an evolution, a growth. 
Freedom 
in 
America 
is 
still 
an 
unfinished business. 
This involves much more than the fact 
that in the years since Yorktown marked a 
successful conclusion militarily of what 
was 
proclaim ed 
p o litica lly 
in 
Philadelphia, in 1776, Americans have

been called repeatedly to defend freedom 
anew, millions with their very lives. 
War, however, is perhaps the easiest 
form of patriotism. In war, the enemy is 
obvious, and the course of duty clear. Or at 
least so it seemed before Vietnam became 
such a painful part of the American 
experience. 
It is more difficult sometimes to 
recognize other enemies of freedom — not 
necessarily persons, but ideas, entrenched 
interests, 
prejudices 
hallowed 
by 
tradition. 
At one time, freedom in America was 
for the “ respectable’' people, those who 
owned enough property to qualify for the 
right to vote. Throughout our history, too 
often freedom has been abridged or denied 
to certain classes and minority groups. 
Yet eventually these groups attained full 
acceptance into citizenship — not by riot 
or revolution but by steady evolution 
within the framework of the Constitution. 
That is the pride and the glory of the 
United States, that we have been able to 
grow in freedom toward an ever-broader 
freedom. 
Let freedom in America never be 
finished business, and let America never 
cease working at it. 


Abe takes over 


WASHINGTON - This weekend, 
after 36 years of service, Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland doffed his 
uniform for the last time and went 
into 
retirement. 
After 
Senate 
confirmation, he will be succeeded 
as Army Chief of Staff by Gen. 
Creighton 
W. 
Abrams, 
the 
commander 
of 
U.S. 
forces 
in 
Vietnam 


Abrams, a convert to Catholicism 
and (like Westmoreland) a member 
of West Point’s Class of 1936, is 
inheriting from his predecessor the 
smallest American Armv since Dre- 
Korean War days. He is also taking 
command of a frustrated and deeply 
divided institution, one unsure of 
itself and of its role within the 
nation it is charged to defend 


When Westmoreland came home 
from Vietnam four years ago, 
without, 
unfortunately, 
that 
coonskin President Johnson had 
exhorted him to nail to the wall, the 
Army was composed of more than 
19 divisions, nearly 16 million men 
Abrams’ Army, the smallest in a 
quarter-century, can field only 13 
divisions (many of them not ready 
for combat i and numbers only about 
861,000 men 


And in the unlikely event that 
George McGovern should become 
President of the United States, this 
figure 
unquestionably 
would 
be 
subject to further shrinkage to 
Lilliputian dimensions 


Although there is a floor (and 13 
divisions would seem to be about it) 
beneath which the size of the Army 
cannot be allowed to fall without 
seriously 
compromising 
the 
security of the nation, the problem 
of 
morale 
— 
and 
hence 
of 
effectiveness — unquestionably is 
the more serious 


Each of the services has morale 
problems 
But these are more 
serious in the Army, which lacks the 
glamor of the Navy, the Air Force 
or the Marine Corps The Army, 
which has had to depend heavily on 
the draft, is the service-of-last- 
resort for most young Americans 
By the same token, the Army is 
the most representative of the 
services and hence the one which 
mirrors most exactly and terribly 
the ills which afflict our society as a 
whole 
The burden of maintaining 
morale and discipline — and the two 


heavily upon the officer corps of the 
Army than upon those of the other 
services. 
And 
it 
is 
precisely 
theArmy’s officer corps which is the 
most troubled. 
In last Sunday’s New York Times, 
Seymour M Hersh reported that 33 
young officers, about 4 per cent of 
West Point’s faculty and staff, have 
resigned from the United States 
Military Academy in the past 18 
months. The 33 include such once- 
future Army brass as novelist- 
Rhodes Scholar Maj Josiah Bunting 
and Medal of Honor-winner Capt. 
Paul Bucha. 
The 
Army’s 
most 
decorated 
officer. Col. David H. Hackworth, 
also resigned this year. A recent 
Army study of the academy’s Class 
of 
1971, 
according 
to 
Hersh, 
revealed that 40 per cent of the 
class, if they had it to do over again, 
would not attend West Point. 
Hersh s revelations come as no 
surprise to one who, as this reporter 
did, had the opportunity recently to 
spend a week at the Army War 
College at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., 
the Army’s top professional school. 
Officers 
assigned 
to 
the 
War 
College’s one-year course, all of 
them 
colonels 
or 
lieutenant 
colonels, are the men who will wear 
the stars in tomorrow’s Army. 
As a group, they came across as 
serious, intelligent, honorable men. 
Yet 
the 
most 
thoughtful 
and 
articulate 
of 
them, 
like 
their 
colleagues 
on 
the 
West 
Point 
faculty, seemed the very ones most 
anxious about the future of the 
Army as an institution, and its role 
within American society. 
Much has been written about the 
problems of drug usage and racial 
friction within the Army, with their 
concomitant 
of 
a 
collapse 
of 
discipline. 
But 
these 
officers’ 
concerns centered more upon the 
broader question of whether an 
effective Army, given the current 
wave of anti-militarism in this 
country, could be maintained and, if 
it could, whether it was worth the 
personal sacrifice required of them 
and their families to try to make it 
so. 
In the nature of things, career 
Army 
officers 
tend 
to 
be 
conservative in their social and 
political views, just as journalists 
tend to be liberal in theirs Nor does 
the 
som ew hat 
m o n astic, 
hierarchical structure of the Army 
encourage change in these attitudes 
once an officer’s career has begun

Light at end of tunnel? 


For years now 
Lompoc Soil 
Conservation District, now renamed 
the Resource Conservation District 
has sought the improvement of 
Miguelito Channel, west of Lompoc. 
But for years, the 
effort, 
principally 
by district president 
Max Wilson, has run 
into a bewildering 
maze 
of 
govern­ 
mental 
red 
tape. 
There was always 
congressional 
in­ 
terest in the pro­ 
ject, but somehow 
after all the half promises and the 
verbiage, 
the 
channel 
remains 
unimproved and most officials feel, 
a threat to the entire West Valley. 
The channel was built to funnel 
waters from the mountains in the 
Miguelito Hills area through or past 
the city and to the Santa Ynez River. 
Flood waters enter the system near 
the intersection of Olive Avenue and 
0 Street, proceed west to V Street 
and thence due north along V Street 
to the river. 
Anything greater than a five to 10- 
year storm ■ would overrun the 
earthen banks of the channel and fan 
out over the expanse of West Valley 
agriculture 
Those who were on hand during 
the floods of January and February 
1969 may remember that the flood 
waters were close to the top of the 
channel. That’s the way it seemed to 
this reporter at the time. I wish I 
had measured or taken a picture to 
document the near spill 
It was also a surprise to learn 
later that engineers had assessed 
the storm in the Miguelito Canyon 
area as at most, one of 10-year 
frequency. Elsewhere everyone will 
recall, it was much greater. 
Parents living in the southwest 
portion of the city have complained 
bitterly and in vain that the channel 
or ditch as some call it posed a 
threat to young children. It is 
largely unfenced, it's sloping sides 
provide a convenient means to reach 
the bottom of the channel which in 
dry seasons develops a lurid green 
slime; and the present presence of 
the channel like a necktie, blocks 
ready access from areas on the 
perimeter of the city in that area 
To alleviate some of the problem 
the City of Lompoc* has spearheaded 
the installation of a footbridge from 
Olive Avenue to areas north of that 
point in the vicinity of R Street. 
Efforts have also been made to keep 


there is fencing, mended. 
Now we come down to the present 
moment and more signs of stirrings 
behind the congressional curtain. 
One of those most active in local 
efforts

improvement off the dime so to 
speak is Councilman Sol Lefkowitz. 
At the risk of stepping on official 
toes or of offending the finely tuned

He thinks that much of the project 
in clu d in g 
the 
asso ciated 
improvement of Olive Avenue and 0 
Street intersection. 
New light on the subject filtered 
down from Capitol Hill Monday in a 
lefthanded way so to speak. The 
issue was the intersection and how 
would it be affected by priorities on 
the channel improvement itself.
